LONDON, May 30.—(4)—The_ 
Bismarck was a 50,000-ton ves- 
sel instead of the 35,000 carried 
in official registers, a British 
naval officer, who participated 
in the German battleship’s de- 
struction, declared tonight. 

Such a tonnage would have 
made the Bismarck the world’s 
largest warship. The 42,100-ton 
battle cruiser Hood, which the 
Bismarck destroyed, had long 
been classed as the world’s 
largest.

Stressing adequate service to 
farmers at reasonable rates in 
handling the cotton loan program, 
Farrington said a new warehous- 
“Ing plan was occasioned by “legis- 
lation placing the cotton loan at 
85 per cent of parity for the 1941 
crop and the consequent increase 
in the price of cotton.” 

Another factor was the move- 
ment of loan cotton from the 1938 
and 1940 crops in market channels 
which has changed the picture on 
the storage situation, he said. 

Farrington also told the ware- 
housemen legislation was still 
pending in congress seeking to 
bullify competitive bidding after a 
long series of committee hearings. 

He said at the June conference 
provisions would be discussed for 
storage agreement on new and old 
crop cotton and that representa- 
tives of the AAA, cotton growers 
and warehousemen would attend. 

Efforts would be made, he said, 
to establish rates of payment for 
storage and other services “at a 
level which will be fair to farm- 
ers, to warehousemen and the gov- 
ernment,” to arrive at “reasonable 
differential rates” for flat cotton 
and compressed cotton and to “de- 
termine fees or rates as nearly as 
possible by the services per- 
formed.” 

Plan Change Sought. 

To take care of the increasing 
responsibility, the Commodity 
Credit Corporation must stream- 
line its handling of cotton loans 
and also its services in helping the 
farmer to get his cotton out of the 
loan with the least delay, Farring- 
ton added. 

He said government-owned cot- 
ton in storage from all areas on 
May 17, 1941, amounted to 9,358,- 
134 bales compared with 8,717,296 
on July 31, 1940, which he called 
a “rather heavy increase.” 

“Cotton is continuing to move 
out of the loan at a rapid rate,” he 
said, “and it is possible that by the 
end of the marketing year the gov- 
ernment-owned and loan stocks 
will be less than they were a year 
ago.”

Wheeler, Charles A. Lindbergh and a few oth- 
ers, challenged his views, preached the gospel 
of craven submission to the enemy and, in 
exact duplicate, copied the methods of those 
sad citizens of European countries who served 
the purpose of Hitler by sowing seeds of dis- 
sension that paved the way for quick conquest.

Swastika Over Jerusalem? 

Centuries ago tens of thousands of men 
died, during the wars of the Crusades, that the 
city of Jerusalem might be rescued from the 
Saracens and the desecration of the crescent 
flag removed from the place which saw the 
birth of Christianity. 

Today there is a very real danger that an 


equally abhorrent symbol, the swastika, will 


fly over the ancient temple and all the sacred 
places. That the Cross of Christianity will 
be lowered there, to make way for the crooked 
cross of Nazidom. 

With the Germans attempting a pincer 
movement against the Suez canal, one wing 
of that pincer would come through Syria and 
Palestine. Syria, under French mandate and 
control, would offer no opposition. Palestine 
would lie, alone, directly in the path of the 
German panzers. 

There is another consideration why the 
Christian world should do everything within 
its power to protect Palestine. During recent 
years half a million or more Jews have return- 
ed to their ancient homeland there. Inspired 
both by nostalgic longing for their native land 
and driven by the brutal oppression aimed 
against their race by the paganistic Hitler and 
his gang, they have gone to Palestine and have 
reclaimed the land for civilization and for 
They have created fruitful farms and 
built pleasant villages. They have constructed 
industries and developed commerce. It is their 
last refuge for independent sanctuary from 
the persecutions of the gestapo. 

It would be most cruel of tragedies to ex- 
pose these people to new atrocities in their 
own homeland, after the Germans come. 

It is pointed out by the American Palestine 
committee, an organization seeking restora- 
tion of a national Jewish home in Palestine, 
that the Jews there can contribute much to 
their own defense and to the cause of Christian 
democracy in its struggle against Hitlerism.

THE CAPITAL PARADE 
By JOSEPH ALSOP AND ROBERT KINTNER. 


THINGS TO COME WASHINGTON, May 30.—There was a 
simple reason for the strange, grimly 
ineffectual aimlessness that has afflicted Washington for the last 
two months. A great issue had to be met somehow or other. 
Virtually every department of the government and all major poli- 
cies were certain to be affected and, until the issue had been met, 
every other decision had to wait on the major one. : 
The issue was met by the President on Tuesday. His decision 
is now clear to everyone. His speech, therefore, whatever else it 
does, should serve as a signal for action of the greatest impor- 
tance in many fields. An example is economic defense, long neg- 
lected and now ripe for effective organization. 


HISTORY The first comprehensive Treasury memorandum 
proposing an American program of economic meas- 
ures to be co-ordinated with the activities of the British ministry 
of economic warfare was prepared in the office of the general 
counsel in September, 1940. Secretary of the Treasury Henry 
Morgenthau Jr. championed the idea until the question whether or 
not to embark on such a program became a really hot issue at the 
White House. Discussions dragged on until the present day. The 
same arguments, the same facts, the same theories were chewed 
over and spat back and forth between the State, Treasury, War 
and Justice Departments, the RFC, SEC and all the other govern- 
mental divisions that exercise some sort of economic power. Pre- 
cious time was wasted and precious opportunities slipped away. 
Now that the President has faced the main issue, however, 
other issues are also being faced. In fact, several weeks ago, 
before the President clarified his position, the contending cham- 
pions in the economic defense struggle, the Treasury and State 
Departments, ended their differences in a memorandum, agreeing 
in principle on a program. This memorandum was initiated by 
Secretary Morgenthau, Secretary of State Cordell Hull and Attor- 
ney General Robert H. Jackson. Since then the Budget Bureau, 
which studies all proposals for new government agencies, has been 
hard at work. 

The bureau has prepared a comprehensive catalogue of all 
economic powers lodged in the government. And an executive 
order of the broadest type has been drawn, authorizing a new 
agency of economic defense to exercise these powers, with respon- 
sibility on broad matters of policy given to an interdepartmental 
committee but with a director as the executive head. 

COST OF DELAY It is easy to understand, but not to ex- 

cuse, the hesitation and delay when one 
remembers that the big decision had not been made and when one 
examines the scope of the powers to be called into play. Some of 
these powers aré: Export and import control of the strictest kind; 
shipping and bunkerage restrictions; control of American assets of 
foreigners through freezing; preclusive buying of raw materials 
in foreign countries; direct and indirect commercial pressures; 
capital control and all the rest of the enormous economic authority 
now resting in one part of the government or another. Unless the 
State Department suddenly revives its former opposition, the new 
experiment will be both extremely far-reaching and potentially 
important to the joint British-American war effort. 

The price of delay has been heavy. The Axis powers have 
obtained large amounts of raw materials in this country. So much 
Axis capital has already fled this country that the freezing order 
will have little effect. The Nazis, through their own economic 
warfare, have made great inroads in South and Central America. 
But the price of delay is always the same—whether in this case, 
or in the unwillingness to expand an inadequate scope of defense 
preparation or a refusal to make known a national policy that 
could be used for great diplomatic advantages. 

But this does not mean that there is not much to be done. The 
only really practical argument put forward in the service depart- 
ments against effective aid to Britain is the argument that, by 
committing ourselves in the Atlantic, we shall encourage the Japa- 
nese to misbehave in the Pacific. The Japanese are the most 
vulnerable of any country to economic attack. Their war economy 
is wholly dependent on maintenance of their present export and 
import balance. There is no question that an economic attack on 
their economy will make the Japanese think twice before they 
move. Similarly, the most serious of our problems in the western 
hemisphere has been the steady infiltration and economic penetra- 
tion in South America by German agents. Once an effective pro- 
gram of economic defense has been launched, it will be possible 
to fight the Germans with their own weapons in this hemisphere 
as well as elsewhere. 

The President has now established the major policy. And it 
may be assumed that the dependent decisions will follow in short 
order. They include not only the establishment of an office of 
economic defense, but a reorganization and expansion of defense 
production; strong measures against Nazi agents in this country; 
counter-propaganda in behalf of the democracies; a method to cope 
with the problem of strikes in defense industries: and all the other 
things needed to produce an all-out effort by this country.

THE 500-MILE RACE As a 500-mile racing fan, whose in- 


terest in the race began in 1923, I went 
down yesterday to the hospital to visit with Captain Eddie Ricken- 
backer while he miade his broadcast to the track and the 
or so persons gathered there for the race. 

Eddie, who is walking around now with very little aid from a 
cane, was taking it easy in bed listening to the broadcast from the 
track. 

When the time came for him to go on the air, the microphone 
was swung before him and he talked for three mjnutes. He told 
the drivers to get their sea legs before they began to put a heavy 
foot down on the throttle. He reminded them the race was won 
only by a man who finished the 500 miles. And that to finish in 
the money one had to drive the 500 miles. 

All up and down the hospital corridors one could hear the sets 
turned on to catch the broadcast from one of the patients. A few 
patients came out into the corridor and stood, listening. 

He had a lot of telegrams from newspapermen and friends at 
the big 2%-mile oval. It always is a great party, the 500-mile 
race. He referred to it as the outdoor laboratory. It is. I re- 
member being present at the race when the first front-wheel drive 
was entered. Most of the gadgets which make your shining auto- 
mobile perform as it does were tested at Indianapolis. They learned 
more about tires there than anywhere else. They learned more 
about making efficient engines there than anywhere else. 


THE GRIM PERIOD There is a period at the track, on the 
afternoon before the race, when the 
drivers go over their cars, which always seemed a little grim to me, 
Those racing car motors are as clean and as shining as the 
works of your watch. Every single piece of the engine and the 
car is taken down, reassembled, and then torn down again. Some- 
times the mechanics are at work on them up to the very starting 
hour, wiping, testing, fitting. 

That last afternoon always seemed grim to me, because one 
could imagine an invisible, boney skeleton man, with a long white 
robe, carrying a scythe and an hour glass, walking around and 
looking on. If he put out a finger and marked a man it was bad 
the next day. 

Due to Eddie Rickenbacker’s passion for safety the track isn’t 
as dangerous as it was. The cars are safer. But in any race, when 
men are averaging better than 100 miles per hour for 500 miles, 
there is a great deal left to fate. One streak of oil can start a spin 
or a skid. One slight miscalculation on the turns can bring a 
smash-up. 

So, I always used to shiver a little, watching them on the last 
afternoon before the race. One never knew if the tall man with 
the scythe and the hour glass had put the finger on one of the 
men. Or not. 

I had to grin a little, as “El Capitan” urged the boys not to be 
too heavy with their “gas foot.” Man, what a heavy one he had, 
He was driving back in the days when 60 miles an hour was fast. 
The world marveled as he and his men touched speeds of 90 miles 
an hour. (Now they AVERAGE well over 100.) And Eddie Rick- 
enbacker had the heaviest foot in the game. Once his car broke 
down two miles from the finish and he pushed it in and still fin- 
ished in ninth place. It was not allowed, of course, but that’s 
how far out in front he was when trouble came. He had plenty 
of lead in his throttle foot. Plenty of it. 


A BIT OF FATE Maybe you don’t think there is any such thing 
as fate? Well, explain about Gene Batten. 

He did the most thrilling thing ever seen at the 500-mile track, 
It was, I think, the race of 1926. Batten was coming into the turn 
into the stretch when a car racing near him broke a spring. A 
piece of the spring, flung out with tremendous speed, cut through 
Batten’s gas line next to the exhaust. It caught fire. 

I can see Batten yet. The flames drove him up out of his seat. 
He did not want to let the car go wild. He stood up and steered 
her down the stretch, the flames blowing back by him. He steered 
with one hand, Rolding the other before his eyes to keep out the 
flames. 

He got that car into the pits and, as it slowed, fell out. 
body went sliding along the bricks as attendants ran for him. 

He was in the hospital for a long, long time, about seven or 
eight months. 

About two years later he was well again. He took passage on 
a steamship going to South America. He was to race there and 
then go on to San Francisco and sail for Australia. 

The name of the steamship was “The Vestris.” 

Remember? It sank in a gale and Batten was drowned. 

He had steered a flaming car through other speed ig cars and 
had lived. He had survived burns and injuries. All his life he 
had lived close to roaring speed and had brushed death most of his 
days. He died at sea.

Georgia Editors Say: 


AGAINST A RECESS. 
(From The Brunswick News.) 

The suggestion, made in certain Washington 
quarters, that congress take a summer recess, has 
been received with sonféthing less than popular 
approval. And rightfully so. 

The desire that congress remain on the job 
stems not from any distrust of the President, but 
from other reasons. One is that the task of pre- 
paring this country for war and meeting the thou- 
sands of new conditions which arise daily are 
entirely too burdensome for one man. The Presi- 
dent may suggest what course we shall take but 
congress can relieve him immeasurably by work- 
ing out the details. ; 

A second reason why congress should remain 
in session is that it is unthinkable that with our 
defense program just getting under way the solons 
would quit the capital before completing action on 
the defense tax bill, and final action on that 
measure is not anticipated before the close of the 
summer. 

A third—and probably even more important 
reason than the other two—is the fact that within 
the next month or next-two months the country 
may be forced to make the decision of whether it 
will enter the war or remain aloof and perhaps 
allow Britain to be defeated. That is a mo- 
mentous “decision and one which congress can 
decide more intelligently by being in Washington, 
thoroughly familiar with all facts which must 
enter into that décision. The question of convoys 
is another which must be decided. If the Presi- 
dent decides to convoy, and congress is at home 
when the decision is made, the inevitable result 
will be a sore breach in national unity.

And though 
she did not, so far as history records, thrust her sword through 
a single enemy, she was worth an army corps to France.

We say man is an animal, but it isn’t the animal part that makes 
him important. The part that gives him his power is his mind— 
his ability to think. Every great work wrought by our race was 
first an idea in one man’s mind. 

A lot of otherwise sensible people believe our country safe be- 
cause it has a wide ocean on each side and a wonderful navy to 
patrol its shores. They overlook the obvious and historical fact 
that no navy has ever yet shot down an idea, nor has the width 
of any sea ever prevented an idea from crossing it. 

Those who think America can be protected by force alone are 
making a mistake that will lead to their ruin. 

A few years ago a few people in Russia conceived the idea 
that all property should be owned by everybody and everybody 
should work unselfishly for the common good. 

In actual practice it meant that an absolute boss armed ci 
workers, seized everybody’s property, including the farmers’ land, 
and forced everybody to work for the state, as in a giant factory, 

People said the idea couldn’t hurt America. It was too far away, 
But you know what it has done and is doing to our country. 

The sit-down strike was an idea that originated in France. It 
meant seizing the property of the boss and holding it till he came 
to terms. And that idea also leaped across the ocean. 

The Russian idea, under another name and armed with ter- 
rible military machines, has now conquered nearly all of Europe. 
But it conquers by hiding its real nature and purpose and using 
other ideas to trick its intended victims. 

It plants in each person’s mind the idea that pleases his preju- 
dice—the idea of suppressing labor unions, breaking rich aristo- 
crats, ruining the Jews, getting even with enemies, making every- 
body free and prosperous—and people get the idea and overlook 
the fact:that it is only bait to catch and enslave them. 

Only ideas can combat ideas, and you can save yourself and 
help save your country only by showing up the treachery of these 
other ideas and believing and teaching that our way is best. 

Our salvation is in the idea of liberty and equality, and free- 
dom from bosses, and the right of every individual to do as he 
pleases so long as he hurts nobody else.

Editor Constitution: I have read 
with interest your editorial com- 
mending Governor Talmadge for 
printing “Those Pension Lists.” 

I guess most every one will agree 
with you “it is never a mistake to 
let people know what is going on. 
The Governor says that he is pub- 
lishing the lists in the interest of 
democracy, and no one can quar- 
rel with that,” etc. 

I have seen no statement as to 
who is paying for the publication | 
of these lists, and as there is at 
least one newspaper in every) 
county in Georgia, I have wonder- | 
ed why each county’s list was not 
published in some paper in that 
county, and then they could have 
all been published the same week. 

I don’t see how the publication 
of Chatham county’s list in Dade 
county or vice versa would do any | 
good. 

As I understand it these pay- 
ments are not strictly pensions, 
but old-age assistance and de- 
pendent assistance, etc. 

To understand any seeming dis- 


'crepancies, a person would have 


to know something of the condi- 
tions and merits of each individ- 
ual case. One person might need 
more assistance than another. One 
might be able to do some work, or 
have some relative who could help 
some, but not enough to support 
himself. While another might be 
bedridden and entirely helpless. 
One dependent child might need 
more assistance than another, and 
so on. 

It is the duty of an honest 
county board, as I presume most 
are, to investigate eacn 
case and to adjust the payments 
acordingly. 

As the Governor has put his 
hand to the plow, I hope he won't 
turn back until he has published 
the total list of names and amount 
of compensation of everyone on
